DREEP INTO POR 
AFTER GREAT GALE 


Fierce Storm Sweeps Superior 
With 50-Mile Wind—Story 
of Awful Trip, 


Sault Ste. Marie, Mich, Nov. 10 — 
Lake Superior has been lashed by a 
5O-mile gale for the past 36° hours. 
Steamers arriving at the Soc yester- 
day from Lake Superior ports are all 
heavlly eoated with ice. The North- 
em Navigation Co.'s Saronic steamer 
was sheathed with lee as she steamed 
{nto the canal approach on the Canad- 
fan side. 
the north and nertheast and waves and 
spray driven by a terrific gale froze 
hard on her port side. 

“We never had a let-up from the 
time we left Duluth,” said Captain 
Storey, of the Mariope, last night. “The 
gale blew 59 miles an hour all the way 
down Superior. 
on our boat. Th was necessary at 
times to thaw {tt away from the front 
of our wheel-house in order to see, 
The furions wind, coupled with the 
freeving temperature, made tt one of 
the flereest trips I have experienced 
for years.” 

The weather observatory was kept 
busy yesterday giving out Information, 
also weather conditions, and many 
steamers needed the warnings given 
out. Over 50 steamers are lying at 
anchor between the Soo and White 
ish Point, awaiting abatement of the 
storm. Preetically nothing that pass- 
ed the Seo during the last 24 hours has 
gone past White Fish Point. The 
steamer Rallell, of the Pittsburg fleet, 
lost both her anchors off Grosseap 
Point last night and returned to the 
Soo. Downbound steamers are lying 
up at the docks. Considerable dificul-

An agreement submitted by the 
Pelican Oil and Gas Co. was taken up 
and considered clause by clause. With 
somo slight alterations the agreement 
was approved by the council and 
passed on to the commissioners and 
city solicitor for  re-drafting as 
amended, This agreement offers gas 
to the city at 15 cents per thousand 
cuble feet, and calls for an exclusive 
20-yeur franchise to the extent of the 
full capacity of a 16-inch pipe line 
which would be laid from Pelican to 
the city limits.

companies having gas to offer to the 
city be communicated with, and 10 days 
allowed for receiving such offers. 


On October 21, at the request of B. 

Campbell, the city council visited 
the gas Well now being sunk on the 
IFairholme estate, two miles east of the 
jelty limits, The work on this well is 
being done by Messrs. Chamberlain 
and Campkell, who own a section of 
Jand and have arranged to sink any 
depth for gas. The first well is now 
down over 1,100 feet, 

On October 24 the council accepted 
an offer from U, lL. Williams, of the 
} Pelican Of! and Gas Co., and started 
jon a trip of investigation to the Pelican 
/fleld, which covered a period of 12 days. 

On their return a special council 
meeting was held on Thursday, Novem- 
ber 6, when two further gas proposals 
were read and laid on the table to be 
taken up when the whole question is 
jconsidered at a special meeting to be 
held this afternoon at 2:30 p.m.

Lind Declares Waiting ‘Policy

Mexico City, Nov. 16—Government 
officials, forelgn residents and the peo- 
ple of Mexico realize that the relations 
between this country and@ the United 
States are strained almost to the point 
of war, but there is, perhaps, no man 
in the entire republic who knew last 
night what Washington would do to- 
day. 

John Lind, who represents the presi- 
dent of the United States, is ignorant 
of the intentions of his chief, and if 
General Huerta is anxious at all re- 
garding what may develop, he does not 
betray it. Although he has sent to 
the diplomatic representatives of the 
foreign nations a note which is in de- 
flance of Washington, he was conspic- 
uous in the cafes about town long af- 
ter the midnight hour, and yesterday 
Indulged in relaxation in the company 
of his military friends, 

Recent Elections Null. 

in his formal statement to the dip- 
lomats, General Huerta said that it 
was now foreseen that the recent el- 
ections. were null, as too few precincts 
had participated in the voting and that 
therefore, the new congress would an- 
nul the elections. New clections would 
then be called and he would continue 
his program of pacification. 

More uneasiness is apparent at the 
American embassy than at the Na- 
tional Palace. At the palace the op- 
inion was freely expressed frequently

HONESTY IN PUBLIC OFFICE 
AND IN PRIVATE LIFE. 

Delivering his charge to the Calgary jury in the case of 
Harry Minchin, ex-alderman, candidate for the city commis- 
sionership and acting-assistant city treasurer, but now a con- 
vict under sentence of five years for having stolen five 
thousand dollars, Judge Walsh declared it almost inconceiv- 
able the lack of system by which thousands and thousands of 
dollars were received and handled by subordinates with no 
check except their personal statements. In the trial it was 
shown that Minchin had the handling of as much as $65,000 
with no adequate system of verification whatever, 

The conditions which Judge Walsh condemns so roundly 
in Calgary, however, are duplicated in greater or less degree 
in almost every city and government in the country, with an 
astonishingly small percentage of loss. 

It is a common jocularity to suggest that public servants 
are characteristically untrustworthy, but an examination of 
the actual conditions will prove to anyone who gives the 
‘matter attention that, notwithstanding that public business 
is done more largely upon the trustworthiness of its servants 
than any other business, there is, comparatively, less pecula- 
tion and fewer breaches of trust in the public service than in 
any other business. And this, in spite of the fact that the 
remuneration to public servants is universally less than in 
cther services and that the appointments are almost universally 
more or less political. 

Possibly this last fact furnishes the greater part of the 
explanation. It has become the fashion now-a-days to take 
a fling at “politics” as the great corrupting influence, and 
almost every new move finds someone who arises to declare 
that the public’s business should be taken out of politics. Yet 
on the whole, the average honesty of the political custodian 
of public office—either appointive or elective—is higher than 
that of the custodian of private office into which politics do 
not enter. i ; 

The public office holder who owes his position to his 
rise in politics must first of all have demonstrated at least his 
seeming trustworthiness to a very large number of people 
before he could have arrived at a position of trust; and having 
thus demonstrated and having arrived, in the performance 
of his duties he owes a responsibility not only to his bonds- 
men—which is largely impersonal—but to those whose con- 
fidence in him was the means of his having arrived at the 
oftice—a_ responsibility which is purely personal and abso- 
lutely direct. 

The custodian of a position of trust which is not a 
public position has no such sensation of responsibility to the 
public. Nor has he ever been tested in the crucible of politics 
where temptations lie on every hand. 

That this condition is conducive of a higher standard in 
governmental affairs than private may be proven by anyone 
who cares to think it over. While the public’s business, that 
is to say the municipal and governmental business, is by far 
the largest business in the country, Minchin’s case stands out 
most conspicuously on account of the fact that his theft was 
from the public. When he gets inside the penitentiary he 
will tind many who have defaulted and violated their trust 
with private concerns, but he will find himself almost alone 
as aman who has betrayed a public trust by actually dipping 
into the treasury and taking out cold coin. 

A NEW CONTRIBUTION TO 
EDMONTON’S GREATNESS. 

The opening of a few new townships in the Fort Mc- 
Murray district may be taken as a forecast of what may be 
expected in the north country within the next twelve-month or 
so in the way of settlement and development. 

Heretofore the great attraction for the pioneer has been 
the Peace River country, a country of undoubted fertility 
and tremendous possibilities, made particularly attractive to 
the settler by the promise of early transportation. With the 
settlement of the Waterways question this promise applies 
equally well to the Lower Athabasca country, as it may be 
accepted as “axiomatic that the MacArthurs will lose no time 
in the construction of the new railway. Added to this promise 
of early transportation, Port McMurray has advantages which 
are peculiarly its own. The climate, the soil and the possi- 
hilities of crop-production have long since been proven, but 
the great advantage of the McMurray country will be the 
certainty of an immediate and highly-protitable market. 

The opening up of the oil fields, the establishment of 
new towns in the gas belt, the development of the fisheries of 
the Athabasca and Great Slave lakes, and the establishment of 
mining and lumbering industries to the north of McMurray 
promise a most lucrative market for the settlers in that country 
which will guarantee the settlement of the townships already 
thrown open and many more. 

Edmonton, which has been observing and profiting by 
the trek into the Peace River, is now about to see the 
attractiveness of that country shared by another which, in the 


end; will be quite as large a contribulory influence toward the 


upbuilding of this city as the centre of the vast empire of the 
last best west—and north.

TODAY IN DOMINION 
HISTORY, 


Sir John Sparrow David Thompson, who 
will Hve In history as one of the most eml- 
nent of Canadfan jurists, was born in Hall- 
fax 09 years ago today, He was educated 
at the Free Church Academy in his native 
city, and at 21 was called to wie bar, 
From 1877 to 188? he was a member of 
the Nova Scotla assembly and of the exe- 
cutlye council, and attorney-general of the 
Province, afterward becoming Judge of the 
supreme court, and fn 1885 Attorney-Gen- 
eral of Canada and Minlster of Justice, He 
arranged the flshertes treaty between Eng. 
land and the United States in 1886, and 
was the representative of Canadian tnter- 
ests at the Berlng Sea arbitration, In Parts, 
1893, In the latter year he becaine Prime 
Minister of the Dominion, He was knighted 
in 1888, In 1804 ho visited England, and 
died on Dee, 12th, England howored him 
AS @ great man, and his remains were 
brought to Canada for bunal in a warship, 
Str John was one of Nova Scotla’s most 
{llustrious sons, great allke as jurist and 
Statesman, All Canadlans, regardless of 
party, mourned his sudden and untimely 
death, 

November 10 1s the anniversary of the 
wreck of H, M, frigate Atalante, off the 
coast of Nova Scotia, Just a century ago, 
Noy, 10 1813, Three years later, to a day, 
the transport Harpooner went down near 
the Newfoundland coast, and about 200 
persons were drowned, On the night of 
Nov, 10 a contury ago Gen, Boyd, one of 
the officers of Gen, Wilkinson's expeditfon 
for the capture of Montreal, landed at a 
point below Cook's Point on the St, Law- 
rence, Boyd had been given about 4,000

Charles E, Counthey, for 23 annums the 
benevolent dospot who has ruled over the 
Cornell oarsmen, was born at Union 
Springs, N, Y,, 64 years ago. this week, 
Nov, 1%, 1840, The “greatest ¢ of all 
American rowing coaches, who has turned 
out so imany Winning crews for the Ithaca 
Institution, was a carpenter’s assistant in 
his youth, but all his spare time was spent 
pulling an oar, Ite first became known 
as an amateur Garman when, at the age of 
{8, he defeated two good oarsmen who 
rowed In shells, while he had a crude 
wooden boat. This feat, performed on 
Cayuga Lake, gave the youngster a local 
reputation, and he was much in demand at 
almateur regettas, 40 years ago, at Sara- 
toga, he became a national figure by beat- 
ing a field of a dozen crack scuilers, lead- 
ing a full quarter of a mile. | AS an ama- 
teur he was never defeated, although he 
took part in nearly 100 races, Courtney

Clad in a flowing robe of white silk, with 
a mantle of blue, and a cap of Mberty upon 
her head, Mme, Momoro was carried on an 
ivy-covered litter by four stalvart citizens 
to the aneclent church of Notre Dame, which 
was formally dedicated as a Temple of, 
Reason, The procession to the cathedral 
included the foremost men of the revolu- 
tion, the members of the convention and 
the magistrates of the city, Thousands 
of citizens marched to the church, and, 
crowded in and about ft, shouted, “Long 
live the republic! Reason forever!’ 

Impassioned speeches of defense of the 
new religion of reason and Mberty were 
made by frenzied orators, some of whom 
had donned the surpHees of the priests, 
Hymns and halielujahs in pralse of the 
revolution were suns, The ceremonies of 
Ohristianity were burlesqued and ridiculed, 
rhe gold and silver statues of the saints 
were hurled from their places, whits one 
of the orators shouted: 

“0, blessed saints, ‘symbols of fanati- 
cism, you are about to become patriots! 
You are at last to leave your places and 
serve the country by going to the mint to 
be melted, and thus give us in this world 
that tebielty which you falsely. promised 
in another!”

Farmers in States Carried 
Away With Products of 
This Province, 


The wonderful products o f the Ed- 
monton district as seen in the exhibit 
of the Central Alberta Development 
league now touring @ large number of 
cities and towns in the state of Kan- 
sas are simply revelations to those 
who have not before learned some- 
thing of the crops that farmers In this 
district are in the habit of growing. In 
sections where the crops have been 
partial and in many cases total fail- 
ures this year, the farmers of the 
states are being carried away with the 
products of the Alberta farmers. 

Many of the papers are deyoting a 
great deal of space to these exhibits 
as they tour the states in charge of J, 
L. Porte. Industrial Commissioner 
George M. Hall is in receipt today of 
tu letter from Mr. Porte which gives 
a clear and concise idea of the bene- 
fits of this exhibit. The letter follows: 

Wichita, Kansag. 
November 2, 1913 

Dear Sir.—Just arrived in this city 
after working the districts of Atchison, 
MePherson and Newton, and T must 
say that I am well pleased with the 
prospects for a good immigration in 
the spring and fall. I have been very 
fortunate in getting good locations in 
each town, and the different agents to 
whom you wrote have been very kind 
in assisting mein every way. I keep 
open until nine o'clock at nights, and 
at Atchison I had a very good attend- 
ance day and night. At McPherson 
the attendance was small as the far- 
mers“Were very busy curing their al- 
falfa, but I did meet a few who are 
coming-up In the spring and will bring; 
their outfits with them, and those 
parties will be the means of bringing 
other families if they are satisfied with 
the country, and it is not always where 
1 meet the most people that we get the 
best results. The people who come in 
to see our exhibits are people who are 
interested and who are going to move 
somewhere this spring, and, after see- 
ing our display have decided to come 
and see our country before they settle. 
There are other parties who are on 
rented farms who are well fixed, with 
good outfits and considerable money— 
some of those parties are tied up on 
these farms until next fall as they 
have a large crop of fall wheat in and 
could not dispose of it to any advan- 
tage just now.

At Newton, the last two days were 
well attended by parties who were all 
interested. There is one Mr. Fred 
from Newton, who is well-to-do, and 
Johnson, who will leave on Monday 
he is looking to get into a good dis- 
trict where he can have the advantages 
of school, churches, and a reasonable 
distance from market. 

I have been putting out from 500 to 
1000 bills at each place and having 
them addressed to the farmers; and I 
am also running an ad. in the papers, 
but I find the best advertisement I am 
getting is from the farmer who comes 
in during the fore part of the week 
and goes home and tells his neighbor 
about our exhibits, and they are sur- 
prised to see such_a growth of grain 
and grasses, as many of them believe 
we only have three months summer 
and nine months winter. There are a 
great many of them who have a dread 
of our cold* winters, and there is a 
great deal of my time taken up in ex- 
plaining that we do have cold weather 
at times—but we don't feel it. 

I find it would be impossible to make 
more than one town a week and do jus- 
tice to the wor, I am travelling 
nights and Sundays in order to make 
time. I find it takes one day to get 
located and get exhibits in shape and: 
part of a day to pack up and get away, 
so it only means four and a half days 
in each town, which is little enough 
time to give the farmers time to get 
in and advertise it in thelr neighbor- 
hood; but I think your idea of ad- 
vertising In this way is a good one and 
is also an economal way of advertis- 
ing, and I trust our money will hang 
out so that we may be able to continue 
the good work for the winter,
